“NUTS TO OLD AGE” 


“There’s nothing to this old-age stuff,” 
says Smoky, Jim Myers’ faithful horse 
whose picture appeared in the Horse Show 
issue of the Trail Blazer. 

“Why, I was born in 1932 and never en- 
tered competition until 1949, and look at 
the ribbons and trophies I collected for 
Jim’s den. Naturally I feel that he should 
let me in to look at them once in awhile.” 

Smoky won the Pole Bending event at 
the George Daniels’ Field Day in 1949, 
1950 and took first at the Contra Costa 
County Fair in 1949. He won 2nd and 
4th in the walking race. In 1950 he won 
the Pole Bending events at the MHA 
Horse Show, took Jim on the Sonoma Trail 
Blazers’ Ride and won a blue ribbon in 
trail horse class. “Lot’s of people there 
were more tired than I,’”’ said Smoky. 

At the 10th Annual California State 
Horsemen’s’ Association Blue Ribbon 
Horse Show at Palm Springs in 1950, 
Smoky won 4th in Pole Bending. 

“T heard Jim making some derogatory 
remarks about ‘when the sands of the des- 
ert grow cold’ but you can’t fool me, it was 
120 and not a tree in sight. This old age 
stuff is all in the head.”

NOTES OF RIDING GROUPS 


THE BRIDOONS, a mixed riding group. 
stage their rides from different areas each 
month, usually renting horses. This year 
they have ridden from St. Francis Stables 
through Golden Gate Park, from Marin and 
Meadow Club Stables in the Marin-Mt. 
Tamalpais areas. In the East Bay, they 
have ridden from Miss Graham’s and High- 
land Stables. A most congenial group, 
they have picnics and barbecues, and their 
efficient secretary always sends a nice 
“thank you” note to the stables where they 
have ridden. 

CASTRO VALLEY HORSEMEN have a mim- 
eographed newsletter which features a 
mystery writer, El Caballero de la Noche 
who recently stated: “It is darn poor man- 
ners on narrow or steep trails to allow 
your own mount to get closer than one and 
a half lengths to the horse in front of you. 
Aside from the fact that the horse in front 
might be a kicker and injure your own 
horse, there exists a real danger in a pile- 
up.”

Had we a Carnegie among horsemen, he 
might well establish a fund for rewarding 
heroes who prevent accidents and save 
lives at horse events, and we would nom- 
inate Jose de la Torre for such an award. 
At the recent Arabian horse show, during 
the stock horse class, a horse gone wild 
because of a rope under his leg, took off 
at a fast pace dragging a filled sack, clip- 
ping and injuring a dismounted rider, haz- 
arding the judge and other officials. With 
the sack careening wildly through the ring, 
riders were also in danger. Jose de la 
Torre at risk of injury to himself and his 
horse made a spectacular catch of the 
runaway. 


On vacation in Mowich, Oregon, Jimmy 
Black, Jr., is credited with saving the vil- 
lage from destruction by fire by practicing 
the fire-fighting methods he learned as a 
Boy Scout. Discovering a fire burning in 
forest debris and flames spreading toward 
the town, Jimmy dug a fire trail and was 
able to surround the fire. As an honor for 
his work, he was made a member of the 
Green Guards of the Keep Oregon Green 
organization, and was recommended for a 
“Service Under Fire Award.”
